Today is election day; we are 
about to .-change our campus leaders; we are 
about to change from the old to the new. 
Today is the day that the Daily usually 
B^prints an editorial pleading that the stu 
dents exercise their franchise, that they 
Mally get down to the polls and vote for' 
\0it men and women whom they feel to be 
l^^^ibest qualified to hold the positions. A great 
v' %any different things must be taken into 
' account. In each individual ease, and on 
the results of this will the men be elected 
. ' :i There is really no chance that the stu- 
;|v^ Indents will find themselves with leaders 
'Iwhom they do not want, if they will a/i eX' 
ereise their franchise. What is'.impbrt'ant is 
that th^r be a majority, not so much in the 
vote, but of the student body voting. This 
u important foi: two reasons; first, only

be sure that the wishes of nearly al 
[the students have been made known. Sec 
ondly, it eliminates a great many of the 
. possibilities of. dishonesty and unfairness

Chaplln'a "little fellow." He is awkward, atiff, 
and very polite in "society*— proud, and yet 
really afraid that at any moment he may be 
pushed and laughed ai Notice particularly 
this formal, old-style politeness: his raising of 
the hat, his bowing to the ladies, his pathetic, 
apologetic snille. Good mannera are not an 
artificial veneer to this little immigrant; he is 
pure gold right through, and his politeness is 
his way of being a "gentleman," clinging to his 
simple notion of how It is proper and well-bred 
to act Too bad that in the New World he 
should be laughed at and ridiculed for just this 
classical politeness, this bowing and smiling 
which foolish girls will imitate. Charlie Chap 
Ihi makes you laugh— and howl- in order to 
bring out poignantly the pure, human little aoul 
that is hiding behind Uie funny, baggy, outer 
man. 

The immigrant type may be scarce today, 
and some. of its may never have known him, 
buf Charlie Chaplin wins sympathy for certain 
childlike and elementary qualities in ut that 
will never be out of date. There is a gentle 
lesson, which he surrounds with much laughter, 
running through his work, and it gives Charlie 
Chaplin a place among the best of creative 
artists.' Conkider what it true art, and you will 
say that "the Gold Rush" ranka beside the plays 
of Molière, besides Tom Jonea. . and Gogol's 
Deed Seals. It brings out, as under a micro 
stope, certain human qualities that we ought 
never to permit to die. 

"The'lltUe fellow." like all of us, moves in a 
world of people who are realiatic; sophisticated, 
and terribly hardened by experience. The lit 
tie fellow tries to be like everyone else. But 
his own spontaneous feelings never follow the 
formal conventions of the world; and there' 
fore he is awkward, always embarruscd, al 
wayi on the brink of some ridiculous blunder. 
Those .people who are worldly and "tough" 
push him about and laugh at him; but as Char- 
lie Chaplin says, "They laugh at him- perhaps 
because they want to hide their own embarrass 
ment." You see, the childlike nature of this 
little fellow is something which is hidden in 
everyone; it Is embarrasalng. Under conven- 
tions we hide our naive and simple selves. 

"Rtis honest, childlike nature— which the lit 
tie fellow has not yet learned to hide— comes 
peeping through almost every laughable thing 
he dises. In love, what an utter fool he makes 
of himself! And what a dreamer, he is! Looks 
at the scene he'dreaméd up for himself for 
New Year's Eve. He could iniagine how his 
beautiful love would bend towards him at table, 
and speak softly; how he would be called upon 
to give his speech, awkwardly holding the 
girl's hand and pressing it to his chest. What 
an idealist! And how sad this ftmny scene 
rMlly is!

Reviewers will tell you that this is over 
sentimental; but reviewers only prove by this 
that they do not understand. The picture is 
true to life, and that is aU that matters; like 
all good are, it enlarges and sett off whatever 
it wants men most to uhderatand. 

Charlie Chaplin's every gesture, every ex- 
pression, every comical flip of those big feet. 
Is worth a comment. Notice how he has aome- 
thlng to say about everything the litUe fellow 
does. The commentary does not explain the 
action at all— for that Is clear enough— it 
brings out the emotional meaning of the action. 
If Charlie Chaplin only had the time, he could 
tell you a million things more. NoUce Uiose 
little details: with what gourmet judlclouineu 
he chews off the piece of tallow candle— how 
critically he tastes the ]lttl«_!experience of life. 
How gaily and without complaint he bites off 
aome boiled boot,, and even nods an apprecia- 
tive "not bad!" . , , 

Chûlie Chaplin, much more than all the 
critics already admit, is not a mere comedian, 
but a true artist as well. He might have made 
satire, If he had been, capable of hate; but per 
haps it is better this way— he'hu much love, 
and what other people hate he merely finds 
a litUe.rldiculoua. He teaches aomethlng.that 
too many have lost in this twenUeth centuryi

War Advisory Board ' 

Realizing that we are not in a 
position to decide where our tal- 
ents would be ot most use a War 
Advisory Board should be set up 
as soon as possible, .1 shall take 
every 4j}pimtunity.^ot£v^otfer^ 
co-operation of thé student' body' to 
the authorities. The aim of the -War 
Advisory Board will be to guide' 
students into spheres of ' action 
where their abilities can be used. to 
the maximum. This Committee 
would-be able to state>,the|hiîmber 
ân3?abiliUes of stu^mts^ttending 
the University as well as (heir 
availability for part time work. If 
this information were made avail- 
able to the Government it would 
facilitate the introduction of selec- 
tive servicf. To help in publlcizins 
the opportunities open to students 
the Dally could run a special col- 
umn giving information on enlist- 
ment possibilities, positions In war 
industry and volunteer work. 
The Speeding Vp of Courses - 

In order that Canada may get on 
with the Job we must t>roduce as 
many trained, men as possible as 
quickly as possible. To do this it 
seems advisable that the University 
curriculum be speeded up. Also, In 
order that 'our studies will be 
profitable, the courses offered at 
present should be reviewed and 
non-essential courses eliminated 
while at the same time, courses of 
a military nature should be added. 

The University authorities should 
be offered the co-operation of the 
student body so that they could 
help, A student-faculty committee 
for each faculty would be useful in 
solving thé^spécial problems which 
will arise'rohcerning each branch 
of study. In order, that no student 
will be handicapped by any ar 
rangements that will be made the 
problem of financial assistance, 
scholarships must be considered, 
Co-Eds in Selective Service 

The women at the University 
should be included in all thot is 
done regarding selective service. 
We should recommend that a train 
Ing centre similar to the C.O.T.C. 
be established to train officers for 
the Canadian Women's Army Corps 
and other services. A large women'; 
army is contemplated and a great 
number of officers will be needed. 

Although at present men only are 
being considered for sununer em- 
ployment this should be extended 
to the women of the University. 
There are many Jobs at which wo- 
men are as def^M^m^n- Men must 
be released for' imiipirtant work in 
the armed forces. 

Post War RehabiliUtlon of Stndents 

The Goyerament, . , has(, already 
made^) a ' statement ' concerning this 
but nothing definite has been es- 
tablished. This is a matter with 
which students alone are concerned, 
and we are responsible for obtain 
hig a more definite statement We 
owe this to the men and women 
who have left us to go on active 
service and to enter war industry, 
as well as to those who will leave 
us in the future.';.^; 
Responsible Govemment and 
Student Aelivltles 
■ The primary duly of every stu- 
dent while he is at College, is to 
finish his courses. Due to the war 
our studies have added importance 
and responsibilities. If our spare 
time is efficiently organized, we' can 
make a definite contribution. Every 
student should make it his or her 
responsibility to sacrifice a small 
amount of time. 

The War Council 
We know that the establishment 
of the War Council was a timely 
and positive move in the organiza- 
tion of a total war effort on the 
campus. A great deal has been done 
this year and with this beginning, 
we can do even more next year. 

In order to involve as many as 
possible, the students .should have 
greater representation on the main' 
body of the War Council. Each rep- 
resentative should also be the ex- 
ecutive of the group he represents. 
If these groups are small enough, 
frequent discussions could bo had 
and therefore representative sug- 
gestions and criticisms would reach 
the. War Council. On the other hand 
when there is a Job to be done. each

yeartwSns^way It would not be 
necessary to go to the trouble of 
persuading great numbers to turn 
out at any one time. If tasks were 
allotted to groups by the week or 
month, it would be possible to take 
advantage ' of much spare time 
which under the present system we 
must necessarily do without Two 
of the outstanding examples on the 
Campus are the Blood Bank'scheme 
and the Guinea -Pif, Uubt siUch. 



{show how work can be done with- 
out fuss or breaking into studies. 
Excbange.of Ideas with other 
' Universities 

In order that we may progress as 
rapidly as. possible, arrangements 
should' be made for the active co- 
operation between the student gov- 
ernments of the Universities of 
Canada. At regular intervals or as 
required, ideas and data on activi- 
ties should be exchanged, including 
those of French-Canadian students. 
Social 'Aetivltles and Sports 
4.'I . suggest that affairs such as 
dances should be run with a view 
to collecting money for war ser- 
vices. At the same time we should 
be more thoughtful .of the Air Force 
men onjj^e£eanotùby|^g^have 
been eriterâ!mè3^'on'*Mvnu^bcca- 
sions but this is another matter 
which should receive more continu- 
ous and methodical attention. Vari- 
ous groups on the campus could 
take the responsibility /or this in 
rotation and in this way make the 
work more effective. 

In order to obtain as clear and 
exact a picture as possible of cur- 
rent events and » reasonable inter- 
pretation of their significance I 
think that we should take every op- 
portunity of inviting men of na- 
tional importance to address us. 

Every student will be encouraged 
to take an active interest in sports 
so that we shall be physically -able 
to do our best work; at all times. If 
at any time it seems possible to ex- 
tend the sphere of sports beyond 
the limits of the University, I shall 
do my lîest to bring this at»ut^> 
Freshman Guidance at Registration 

It Is felt that in the past too little 
assistance has been given freshmen 
In adjusting themselves to the Uni- 
versity courses and that the activi- 
ties of the Freshmen Reception 
Committee should be enlarged in 
scope to include intelligent discus- 
sion on courses. 

Before I close I wUh to tell you 
that Charles Harris has played an 
important part in the drawing up of 
this platform. We have discussed 
these matters several times and find 
that we have many ideas in com- 
mon. The most Important fact that 
we are agreed upon is that things 
on the campus must get rolling at 
top speed, ihe co-operation of the 
stûdents is necessary. It Is with a 
promisQ for action towards this co- 
operation on the campus that we 
offer ourselves as candidates to the 
students of this University.

aitd activity to the benefit of Can- 
ada's war effort 

c) Third, every opportunity to 
maintain whatever extra-curricular 
activity they may wish, insofar as 
possible. 

If national selective service -is 
established or not, it would be my 
policy, consistent with the time not 
required for studies, to provide a 
greater stimulus to an enlarged and 
more constructive war effort on the 
part of all students, taking into ac- 
count the fact that in some courses 
more' study is required than in 
others. Such an effort, done through 
the War Council, should be so di- 
rected as to be In accordance with 
the national war needs. If the coun- 
try needs rubber, aluminium etCq 
then McGIll students should organ- 
ize a campaign in response to such 
needs. 

The War Council, of which the 
President of the Student's Society is 
automatically President,' should 
provide a means - whereby students 
who wish to make a maximum con- 
tribution to the war effort in hours 
not required by their studies, may 
be furnished the means to do so. 
However, all 'work under its aus- 
pices should always be voluntary 
and at no time should it' tend to 
dictate to the students. , 

The choice of the war, charity to 
which 'proceeds raised in any ' of 
of the campaigns should be by vote 
of those participating in- the cam- 
paign. 

In addition the Council should 
foster discussion wherein post-war 
problems could be ^discussed and 
also sponsor well-known speakers 
on such problems at open meetings. 

B) Student Self-government 

'We have at McGllI a form of gov- 
emment which can be made to 
work in fairness to the majority. 
To have it carried out correctly re- 
quires the . efforts of people who 
are interested in student govern- 
ment andxWhose curriculum leaves 
them sufficient time to handle the 
multitude of Jobs to be done. 

In the past I have always stood 
for student self-government; I still 
do and always will, and will pro- 
tect such rights to the very best of 
my ability. ^- # êii» 

There are countless occtisiont 
where the President must choose 
people to perform various jobs con- 
nected with, student acUvlty and 
many <^^c^l(gSijhBra to be made 
which I allow^i^w^for prejudice 
and favour.'U'âêeted; I promise to 
appoint j^uch'" students and make 
such decisions on the sole basis ot 
merit and fairness, regardless of 
any club or society affiliations a 
student may have, the same basis 
upon which I should like to be con- 
si^dered- as -A. candidate for election. 



The principle of fairness is an an- 
chor of good government and I 
shall do my best if elected or not 
to mainUhi that principle through- 
out the entire administration of 
student affairs. • 

Students* Executive Council' 

This year's experience as a mem- 
ber of the Executive Council has 
taught nie many things. 

Constitutionally the Executive 
Council exists .to carry out the pol- 
icy of the Student's Society. In the 
past conmiunication of opinions 
from students to the council have 
been all too few. If the Council is 
to carry out its functions accurate- 
ly, students should be encouraged 
and stimulated to make their opin- 
ions known tp the CounciL 

C) McGIII Men Overseas 

•There are many McGIll men 
serving Canada overseas. Many of 
the students at McGtll would, be in- 
terested in knowing about where 
they are, what they are doing, 
whether there are any little ser- 
vices that may be done for them. 
I (propose to have a depot establish- 
ed on the campus which would co- 
operate with the Graduates Society, 
with the military authorities, with 
the press and with people receiv- 
ing mail from overseas. In an ef- 
fort to prepare as much Informa- 
tion as possible about McGill men 
overseas and have it available to 
the Daily for publication. 

It would be the duty of this depot 
too, to encourage McGill men over- 
seas to write to it In order/to furth- 
er, its efforts. 

D) Military Training 

If military training next year is 
of a similar nature to that carried 
out during the past two years, there 
are a few things which students 
would like altered. The President of 
the Student's Society has no power 
in this connection. All the training 
is carried on under the supervision 
of the Ministry of National Defence. 
However the President of- the Stu- 
dent's Society can make recommen- 
dations. If elected to the Presidency 
I shall co-operate with the local 
military authorities, bringing to 
their attention at all times the wish- 
es of the student body. 

, E) Athletics 

Students should devote enough 
time to athletics to keep fit and 
maintain morale. I am heartily in 
favour of the return of intercol- 
legiate competition as soon, and 
upon as large a scale, as is feasible. 
No candidate can' promise to effect 
such a return, but should the oc- 
casion arise where it is a possibility, 
and where it would not conflict 
with studies and military training, 
I shall bend every effort towards 
its reinstatement 

For those who through lack of 
time, or ability, cannot play on a 
representative university team, I 
am in favour of a large intra-mural 
program, and believe that such ac- 
tivity should receive a wiiole-heart- 
e'd support from the student body. 

Having spent three years in 
managerial positions of football 
teams in the days of intercollegiata 
sport and another year as senior 
football manager and having r been 
on the Student's Athletic Council, 
I propose to utilize this experience 
to the best advantage of student 
athletic activity of the University. 
F) College Summer Session 

If the College, or only part is 
open this sununer, as in the case of 
many American Universities, stu- 
dent activity should be carried out 
In proportion to the number of stu- 
denta attending. This would involve 
a deviation from the normal routine 
activities of the President and a 
sound grounding in student gov- 
ernment would be advantageous, or 
even necessary, to cope with' new 
problems as - ^ would ■ undoubtedly 
arise and td afford c<M>RltaaUon of 
activities. • 

G) Freshman Reception 
•There should be a Freshmen re- 
ception programme which would be 
even more successful than last 
year's. Green bow ties, as before, a 
better vigilante conunittee to keep 
the frosh interested, and ai>ove all, 
an attempt to instil into them a 
ready, McGill spirit .and build a 
unity in the claw that will carry 
them through the" years.-. - 

This kind of programme Is very 
important because it is in the first 
year of college .that students devel- 
op a' rather permanent attitude to- 
wards college and we should mak^ 
every effort to steer these attitudes 
in the right direction. , . '
